Now a good many people from all the social 
ranks want to read the Bible, as they know it is 
the “favorite book of the Protestants” in mat- 
‘ers of faith and practice.

He 
says, “Just a few days ago I met on the street 
a friend, who is of skeptical ideas, and I said 
to him abruptly, ‘My dear friend, you want to 
be sure that to those who are indifferent about 
the things which deal directly with the soul, the 
third woe of the Bible (Rev. 11:14) will not 
assail them.’ He got so interested in the matter 
of the ‘woes,’ that he bought a Bible from me; 
and his skepticism has abandoned him.”

R some time I have had it on my mind to 
send a letter to you, giving you the account 
of one or two Bibles. My reasons are to en- 
courage the heart of some lonely colporteur ; 


and to ask you to join in prayer for us here in 
these hill towns on the top of the Andes—up in 
the interior of Honduras, where our only mode 
of travel still is walking or muleback. 
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The First Case 


Some twenty-five years ago, when the Rev. 
Francis Penzotti was Agent in Central Amer- 
ica, the congregation of Dulce Nombre agreed 
to pay half the salary of a colporteur. During 
the time he was employed, a man and woman 
came here to live. Like a large majority, they 
were not married. One day, in visiting them, 
I spoke to the woman of her need of a Saviour, 
and, as I talked, I felt she was convicted. She 
got very furious, and, if I had delayed my 
visit much longer, I think she would have 
turned me out by force. After a few months 
they left town, and I heard no more of them. 

Perhaps a year after this the colporteur came 
here with a lame mule. While he was waiting 
for it to be in condition to travel, I received 
word from Mr. Penzotti to tell him, in case I 
knew where he was, to come here and await 
orders which he was sending him from Gua- 
temala. The mule got well. The orders had 
not arrived, and Modesto was getting restless. 
So I told him to take a few Bibles, portions, 
tracts, etc., and go to Gracias, a town a day 
and a half travel from here. He objected, say- 
ing one could never do anything in that town, 
and he would not be able to sell anything. ‘Oh, 
well,” I said, “go anyway. Give out tracts, if 
you can’t do anything else.” He went, and was 
gone a week. When he returned, he said it was 


just what he expected; that he had only sold: 


one Bible, and that to a woman who didn’t 
know how to read. “Well,” I told him, “two 
will have the benefit at least.” 

The matter passed out of my mind until some 
three or four years later, while | was in Santa 
Rosa to see a doctor. The doctor, an Amer- 
ican, lived just a mile out of town, and I was 
with his wife. He came in late one evening 
and told me a woman in town wanted to see 
me; in fact was on her way to my house when 
she fell sick with pneumonia. When I said 
I would go to see her that evening when he 
returned, he said no, as a bad storm made it 
unwise for me to go. In the morning the doc- 
tor told me the woman’s name, saying she had 
made a will in which she had left me $500 
silver ($250 gold) to build a chapel here in 
Dulce Nombre. He said she very much wished 
to see me to apologize for the way she had 
treated me some years ago, and asked me to 
thank the man who sold her the Bible. 

She died before I could get there in the morn- 
ing, but our chapel in Dulce Nombre came into 
existence in a large measure as the result of a 
Bible sold by a disheartened worker. For it 
was to this woman I had spoken, and to her the 
colporteur sold that lone Bible at Gracias. How

Another Case 


The other case is more recent; at least the 
results are: Some six years ago I sent on 
native evangelist out to some mountain town: 
where little or no work had ever been done: 
When he returned, he reported that he hac 
found a man who claimed to be saved. I tool 
his name, and shortly after I went there. | 
found the man very sincere, but his wife no} 
very cordial; and one grown daughter left th¢ 
house and didn’t return while I was there. 

The man gave his testimony as follows:

Finally, aj 
two in the morning, I got out of bed and knelf 
down and asked God to forgive me and giv) 
me peace. And, do you know, I felt just ik 
hugging the man I wanted to shoot the da} 
before. A few days later I went to San Pedr} 
and ran into a street meeting, the first ae | 
service I had ever attended. There I gave 
public testimony of my faith in Jesus Christ.|

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Continuous Service

UCH is the remarkable record of the Rail- 

road Union Mission Sunday School of 
Denver, Colorado. It was organized shortly 
after the Union Pacific built its first road into 
Denver. From that day to the present time the 
mission has carried on its uplift work without 
an interruption. It began when Denver was 
but a frontier village, with a population of only 
a few hundred souls, and has carried on 
through the changes of more than half a cen- 
tury, until today it is but one of several hun- 
dred missions and churches in a city of over 
300,000 population. 


Bibles Were Scarce 

On the day of its organization, which took 
place in a vacant store building, Mr. F. J. B. 
Crane, who sponsored the movement, discov- 
ered that only a few of the families represented 
possessed Bibles. He immediately offered to 
give a Bible to anyone who would attend the 
Sunday school fifty Sundays during the year 
and would commit to memory a Scripture verse 
for each Sunday. 

Home-coming Day was observed recently, 
and among those present was Mrs. Annie Alex- 
ander, who, fifty-four years ago, received the 
first Bible given by the mission. She still has 
the Bible, and brought it with her on that occa- 
sion. The same day several persons were given 
Bibles they had earned, the youngest being only 
four and a half years old, Dorothy Steele. 

During these fifty-four years over a thousand 
Bibles have been given out on this same basis. 
Exact figures are not available because of acci- 
dental destruction of early records. More than 
fifty thousand Scriptures verses were com- 
mitted to memory, in order to obtain these 
prizes. Bibles have been earned, and gladly 
received, by Jews, Catholics, Buddhists, and a 


score of nationalities representing a great va- 


riety of creeds and beliefs. 
The Bibles Used 

The early Bibles were quite different in style 
and print from those used today. The one 
Mrs. Alexander received, although it is the 
only Bible she had for many years, during 
which time she used it constantly, is still in 
good condition. It is printed in “Diamond” 
type, which is exceedingly small. For many 
years the mission has used Minion type. In 
all the years of its splendid work only leather- 
covered Bibles have been given. During some 
of the lean years, when there were no crops, 
when banks failed and mines closed, when 


Denver had a bread line so long that it took 
hours to serve the meager rations to the hungry 
men and women who were penniless and with- 
out food; even during these times, friends were 
found whose gifts made it possible to give 
Bibles bound in leather that would not wear 
out even with much using. 

Today many homes are supplied which other- 
wise might not have them. How many are 
still in use was brought out by the show of

hands at this Fifty-fourth Home-coming Serv- 
ice. The question was asked, “Is anyone 
present who received a Bible fifty-four years 
ago, and do you still have the Bible?” Then 
fifty-three, then fifty-two years ago, and so 
down to 1926. With few exceptions all the 
years were represented, and, with still fewer 
exceptions, the original Bibles were still in 
existence. 
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A Happy Bit of Comity 


AST year, the American Bible Society re- 
L ceived the residue of an estate, valued at 
$30,000. In March, it turned over the pro- 
ceeds of this estate as a gift to the British and 
Foreign Bible Society. Back of these two facts 
lie others illustrating an observance of the spirit 
rather than the letter of the law, and a pleasant 
act of comity. 

The legacy had come from Mr. Isaac Wil- 
liam Elliott, a Canadian by parentage, birth, 
and residence. It was an entire surprise to the 
American Bible Society, which had no previous 
connection with Mr. Elliott. Careful investi- 
gation discovered that he had been a warm 
friend of the Canadian Auxiliary of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, and, in an earlier 
will, after providing for his mother and 
nephews, had left the residue of his estate to 
that Society. The later will was drawn while

Oh, well, | gave him 
a Testament and got his promise to read it, 
and maybe it will ‘‘polish” him and make him 
even “whiter than the snow.” Who knows? 


The Wayside Pulpit 

No, I don’t occupy it. It isn’t mine, It’s 
just a way we devised to get the Gospels out 
among people who rarely ever enter a church. 
and at the same time put some people to wo1k 
who are anxious to do something worthwhile. 
We appealed to the good Christian women who 
had so splendidly helped us in our Bibleless 
homes campaign last year. The proposition 
was that they get the permission from the 
“powers that be” to install ‘““Gospel boxes” in 
public places where people congregate and wait 
with nothing to occupy their time, such as wait- 
ing rooms of railway stations, courthouse cor- 
ridors, hotel lobbies, etc. They were to pro- 
vide the small boxes, and I agreed to supply 
the Gospels, free. Well, they responded with 
a will and were anxious to get at it. Asa 
consequence we have little “Gospel boxes” in 
many places, in many towns, kept filled with 
the little “Gospels.” These are the “wayside 
pulpits,” and these are.the wayside “preachers.” 

In one town, they write me that they have 
“boxes” in a bus station, a barber shop, two 
dental offices, the hotel, the courthouse, and 
the jail. Another lady writes that she has six 
boxes, and she insisted that they be just as 
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attractive as possible; for she did not want her 
“Lord’s messages put in unsightly boxes.” An- 
other lady writes that they have a “box” in the 
railway station waiting room, and this place 
is filled with travelers all day long. About 
1,000 Gospels have been distributed from this 
one “wayside pulpit” in the past few months. 

Some of these books are read on the trains, 
some in hotel lobbies, some in barber shops, 
and some in homes where they were unknown 
before. Then some have doubtless been read 
on the “high seas.” For we have one “Gospel 
box” in the Seaman’s Church in Mobile, and 
this box holds the Gospels in the following lan- 
guages: Danish, Dutch, Finnish, French, Ger- 
man, Greek, Hebrew, Italian, Norwegian, Por- 
tuguese, Russian, Swedish, Syrian, Welsh, and 
Yiddish. “Now, let it work.” The “wayside 
pulpit” is preaching to rough seamen from the 
uttermost part of the earth. God grant that 
some of them may hear the call “Follow Me,” 
and leave their boats to become “fishers of 
men.” 


Among the Mountain Poor 

Now, the only difference between the moun- 
tain poor and the city poor is a difference in 
location—one lives among the mountains in 
the backwoods section, and the other in the 
slums or tenements. The natural environment 
of the mountain poor is far better than the un- 
healthy moral environment of the city poor. 
They are alike in their great moral and spirit- 
ual need and destitution. One of our coi- 
porteurs has been doing a fine piece of real 
missionary work among them. His name is 
the Rev. D. L. Howell, a Methodist minister. 
He has found great poverty and a great need 
for Bibles. In one home he found a man and 
wife and two aged aunts in whose home there 
had never been a Bible. A gift of one made 
them doubly happy. The next home was also

She selected from my supply of Bibles one 
for her boy, about twelve years old. “I am 
getting this for my boy,” she said, as she took 
the price of the Bible from her purse. “I want 
to save him and make a useful man of him. I 
brought my husband to Christ after many years 
He came home one evening 
from his work, fell down at my feet with tears 
in his eyes, and between sobs he cried out, 
‘Wife, you are the cause of it; yes, you are the 
cause of it.’”’ She said she looked up in aston- 
ishment, and said, “What is the trouble? What 
“My soul has been 
blessed,” he cried; “I have surrendered my life 
to God, and I am happy, and you are the cause 
of it. Through your godly life and the con- 
stant reading of the Bible, I have been con- 
vinced of my sins, and now I am saved!” “I 
brought him to Christ,” she continued, ‘‘and I 
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believe I can save my boy. I am going to 
teach him to read the Scriptures.” 


The Bible’s Effect 

The Bible has a peculiar effect upon people 
in general, even those who are not Christians, 
as the following will illustrate. 

As I was riding along on the train, I offered 
a Testament to a young man sitting near me. 
He bought it without a moment’s hesitation. “I 
have one at home,” he said to me, “but I want 
one to carry with me in my pocket while I am 
away from home.” ‘‘Do you like to read the 
Bible?” I queried. He said, “I read the Bible 
every day when I am at home. Though I am 
not a Christian, I believe in it.” 

The last incident was related to me some 
years ago by a minister. He fell in with a band 
of robbers. They used him very roughly, tak- 
ing from him eighteen dollars in money, his 
gold watch, and several other articles of minor 
importance. Finally they came to a Testament 
he had in his pocket. It was worn from having 
been used so much. They stopped and looked 
at each other. Finally the leader of the gang 
said, “Boys, this must be a good man; for no 
man can read this book, and follow its teach- 
ings and be bad.” “Are you a preacher ?” they 
asked. The preacher said he was. “Boys, I 
don’t think we will have good luck if we rob 
this man.” “Suppose we don’t rob him,” said 
one. They all agreed. His property was re- 
turned to him, and he was allowed to go his 
way.

Fruits from a Burned Bible 


ce OW, I'll be able to read all of it.”

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had been hired to clear the debris out of a cel- 
lar of a house that had been destroyed by fire. 
So complete had been the destruction, that noth- 
ing but the charred remains of an old trunk 
was found in the water-filled cellar. In this 
trunk the only thing that was not utterly de- 
stroyed was the Bible, which seemed of no value 
whatever and was, therefore, thrown aside. 

Moved by some strange impulse, the work- 
man placed the charred remains of the Book in 
his empty dinner pail and took it home. After 
showing it to his wife and telling its story, he 
was about to put it into the stove, but was 
prevented by the wife who wanted to look at it. 

After supper was over she began to read such 
portions as were left. They were interested 
immediately, and not long after the man and 
his wife timidly entered the little mission where 
soon they were won to Christ. 


A Way Out of the Dark 


“As the pastor was reading his first hymn, 
the electric lights in the church went out,” 
writes the Rev. H. W. B. Wilson, D.D., who is 
a sub-Agent of the Agency among the Colored 
People of the United States. “The people were 
there to hear the ‘Bible man,’ and the pastor 
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was anxious to have them hear and under- 
stand the work of the American Bible Society. 
He would not be daunted, but went out and 
secured somewhere an old lamp, a candlestick, 
and a flashlight. The lamp and the candlestick 
were placed in the rear of the church. The 
minister’s wife held the flashlight on the 
speaker. 

“T was so impressed with those earnest seek- 
ers of the true knowledge of what the Society 
was doing in spreading the Word of God, that 
I forgot I was really in an unlighted church. 
When I closed, I said to them: ‘The Bible is 
the Only Way out of the Dark.’ Who knows 
what each of these little leaflets, distributed by 
the Society, is doing to open the eyes of the 
blind ?” 

Dr. Wilson also tells of experiences in trying 
to attend the many conferences and gatherings 
in his area: “I have traveled hundreds of miles. 
I have visited forty-two conferences and dif- 
ferent kinds of gatherings. I have tried to 
sleep with three in a bed. I have been forced 
three times to appear before conferences with- 
out making any proper toilet. Yet, I must 
take a chance when I can find one open, to pre- 
sent the work we are trying to do.” 


A Continental Colporteur

ICHARD C. GLOVER, a descendant of 

a well-known English family, is one of 
the most remarkable and widely traveled col- 
porteurs of America. He is unmarried, and 
makes annual colportage tours in the Pacific 
Agency. Some years his tours are extended 
through all northern and western Mexico to 
Mexico City, and many thousands of miles far 
south, through Central and South America to 
Bolivia and inland. 

He travels by ship, train, mule, burro and 
often on foot, through desert, and among the 
mountains, “in dangers oft’,” yet counting it all 
joy to bring the open Bible to the Spanish 
speaking in the more isolated camps and far- 
flung outposts of Latin-American civilization. 

When Bible Society funds fail, and appro- 
priations are so limited that the Agency is un- 
able to meet the expenses of another tour, 
Glover—like Paul—plies his trade, carpenter, 
until means are provided.

APRIL MEETING OF THE BOARD 


HE twelfth stated meeting of the Board of 

Managers of the American Bible Society 

in its one hundred and eleventh year was held 

at the Bible House, Astor Place, New York, on 

Thursday, April 7, 1927, at 3:30 o’clock p. m., 
President E. Francis Hyde in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by Gen- 


eral Secretary Ryan. 
The minutes of the eleventh stated meeting of 


the Board of Managers were presented and 


approved. : 

On behalf of the committee appointed for the 
purpose, Secretary Ryan read _ the following 
memorial minute on the Hon. Simeon E. Bald- 
win, which was unanimously adopted by a 
standing vote. 

Simeon E. Baldwin, LL.D. 

Simeon Eben Baldwin was a man of remarkable 
ability as an intellectual leader and Christian states- 
man. His interest in the welfare of his fellowmen and 
his devotion to state, national and world-wide enter- 
prises were characteristics of an unusually long and 
valuable life. High official position and great learn- 
ing were used only to help him minister largely and 
generously to his fellowmen. It was truly said that 
his purpose was to do justice, to love mercy and to 
walk humbly with God. Judge Baldwin came of 
famous Colonial stock, being a great-grandson of 
Roger Sherman, signer of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and a descendant of four of the early 
governors of Connecticut. He was himself twice 
governor of that state, for fifty years a member of the 
Yale University Law School faculty, for many years 
a justice and chief justice of the Supreme Court of 
Errors of Connecticut, one of the founders of the 
American Bar Association and a recognized nation- 
wide authority on railroad, constitutional, and interna- 
tional law. 

Judge Baldwin was born at New Haven on Febru- 
ary 5, 1840, the son of Roger Sherman and Emily 
Perkins Baldwin, and was graduated at Yale in 1861, 
afterward studying law at both Yale and Harvard. In 
1863 he was admitted to the bar. He became a mem- 
ber of the Yale law faculty in 1869 and held the 
place, as instructor and professor, until his resignation 
in 1919. He died at his home in New Haven, Con- 
necticut, on January 30, 1927, after an illness of two 
weeks, 

Appointed an associate justice of the Supreme Court 
of Errors in 1893, he filled that place for fourteen 
years, and then was made chief justice of the same 
tribunal. Three years later, though in vigorous phys- 
ical and mental health, he was compelled to retire 
for age, at seventy years. A few months later, in the 
fall of 1910, he was elected governor of Connecticut, 
as a Democrat, though the Republicans elected all the 
rest of the state ticket. Being the first Democratic 
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governor of Connecticut in a score of years, Judge 
Baldwin was widely looked to as a possible Democratic 
candidate for the Presidency. He was a strong ad- 
vocate of the League of Nations and the World Court. 
His writings covered a wide field, historical, social 
and civic. Among his most recent works was “The 
Young Man and the Law.” 

Judge Baldwin was a man with a deep and practical 
religious nature. He was much interested in the re- 
union of the various branches of the Christian church, 
and in 1913 predicted that “during the next century or 
two” there would be not only a virtual reunion of 
all the Protestant denominations, but also a reunion 
of Protestantism and Catholicism, the Lutheran 
Church serving as the liaison agency. 

He was president of the American Bar Association 
in 1890, of the American Social Science Association 
in 1897, of the New Haven Colony Historical Asso- 
ciation in 1884-96, of the International Law Associa- 
tion in 1899-1901, of the American Historical Asso- 
ciation in 1905, of the Association of American Law 
Schools, the Connecticut Society of the Archeological 
Institute of America and the Connecticut Academy of 
Arts and Sciences in 1905-1918, of the American 
Political Science Association in 1910, and of the 
American Society for the Judicial Settlement of Inter- 
national Disputes in 1911-1912. He was a member 
of various other learned societies in America and 
Europe. He was the recipient of honorary degrees 
from Yale, Harvard, Wesleyan, and Columbia. 

Judge Baldwin was much interested in the work of 
the American Bible Society and since 1900 a liberal 
contributor to its support. In June, 1915, he was 
elected Vice-President of this Society and continued 
to serve in that capacity until his death in January of 
this year. 


The minutes of the various standing commit- 
tees were presented and approved. 

A letter was presented from the Hon. John 
S. Fisher, governor of Pennsylvania, accepting 
election as a Vice-President of the American 
Bible Society. 

The Foreign Agencies Committee was given 
authority to meet expenses connected with any 
emergency in China in personnel or property. 

The Treasurer reported the following con- 
signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies 
during the month of March, 1927: Caribbean, 
29,180 volumes, valued at $3,707.94; La Plata, 
55,448 volumes, valued at $4,777.49; Mexico, 
1,048 volumes, valued at $540.35; Philippines, 
25 volumes, valued at $43.25; Upper Andes, 20 
volumes, valued at $14.74; West Indies, 44,160 
volumes, valued at $2,184.15; total volumes, 
129,881 ; total value, $11,267.92. 

The issues from the Bible House during the 
month of March were 420,892 volumes.
